“This afternoon new hostile attacks commenced near Chaulnes and between 
Chaulnes and the Somme to the north of it.

“In the past six days of constant fighting our troops on all parts of the battle 
front have shown the utmost courage. In addition to those British divisions which 
have already been mentioned, exceptional gallantry was shown «iso by the follow- 
ing: The 8th, 18th, 31st, 41st, 6lst, 63rd and 66th divisions.”

Reserve of Enemy Being Used 


OTTAWA, Mar. 26.—Telegraphing late Tuesday the cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail at British headquarters in France 
says that nearly two-thirds of the entire strategic reserve of 
the German army has now been thrown into the fierce and 
vigorously continued ai tack. 

‘“‘This German reserve,’’ he adds, ‘consisted of 83 divi- 
sions, totalling 1,275,000 men, out of a total number now 
reaching not far short of 200 divisions, or possibly 3,000,000 
men, which they have upon the western front. After the first 
day, 33 of these divisions were put into the battle. On the 
third day, another 21 were known to have taken part. Since 
then they must have drawn upon the reserves for a few more 
divisions. 

“Tt is therefore clear that we have been struggling with 
the whelc available strength of the German army and the 
marvel is that our soldiers have held out so obstinately and 
steadily against odds so he:~ily against them.’’

where it was found that the pressure 
went across and not lengthwise. 

Asked how the cost of iaintenance 
compared with other kinds of pav- 
ing in the city, the engineer said that 
{t did not compare unfavorably. Up 
to date the cost of maintenance would 
not work out more than one-third of 

a cent per foot per year for the ten- 
year term; while, on the other hand, 
half of one cent per foot per year 
was not considered exxceasive main-

Commenting on the fact that the 
defects developed more as the paving 
grew older, the engineer eaid that 
this was considered to be partly due 
to the fact that nas the paving was 
used the blocks loosened and the fill- 
ing between them wore.

Prevent Lotigation 

Premier Stewart said that the tn- 
tention of the government in drafting 
the act in its present form was to 
prevent practically all litigation 
Heretofore the trouble had seemed to 
be that the /ndustries paying a rate 
for which the employees werw getting 
practically little return. 

In reply to a question as to the 
province carrying part of the cost of 
administration, the premier said that 
he was a tirm believer in the basis 
that every utility and every feature of 
government should carry itself that it 
“should stand on its own feet.” He 
did not feel that this would be prac- 
ticable otherwise. 

It was not thetr intention to bring 
the act into force unti] the beginning 
of 1919, except regarding the coal 
mines, The railways would not come 
under the act till an order in council. 

The premier expressed himself 
strongly that if the province, through 
the board, could not provide compen- 
sation at a lower rate than the com- 
panies he would certainly favor get- 
ting out of the business entirely. There 
would be no reason for continuing if 
there was no service given. 

Farming Insurance 

Regarding the question of farming 
the insurance out to the private com- 
panies, the premier stated that he 
thought the board could administer 
it cheaper than the conpepren but 
whether they ever did that or not 
would depend entirely on thesboard 
and in any case the board would have 
to be the final body of decision. The 
insurance company could never have 
the power to say whether the accident 
came under one class or another.

1,855 BY GUARANTEES 


Physical Valuation Shows Ample 
Security For Province in 
These Lines 


Very little new construction was 
carried out during 1917, says the re- 
Fort of the provincial department of 
railways, which has been submitted 
to the legislature. As a matter of fact, 
the railway mileage of the province 
was reduced by 62 miles in conse- 
quence of the action of the Dominion 
government in taking up the G.T.P. 
lines west, 

During the year the Canadian Nor- 
thern Western laid 45 miles; the A. 
& G.W. 45, and the Lacombe and 
Blindman Valley 20 miles. The total 
railway mileage in Alberta at the end 
of 1917 was 4,614, compared with 
4.566 for 1916. This mileage is divid- 
ed over the respective lines as fol- 
lows: C.P.R., 1,926; C.N.R., 1,193; 
G.T.P., 643; E.D.& B.C,, 417; A. &G. 
W., 272; Central Canada, 49; Lacombe 
and Blindman Valley, 28. 

The position of the western prov- 
inces tn regard to railway mileage is 
shown in the following statistics: 


Manitoba: 1916, 4,614; 1917, 4,614, 

Saskatchewan: 1916, 6108; 1917, 
| 6,165. 

Alberta: 1916, 4,566; 1917, 4,514.

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SOLDIERS LAND 
IS DISCUSSED 


| Commissioner Roland Meets the 
Members of Canadian Club and 
| Board of Trade 

| 


At the close of Commissioner Ro-| 


land's address to the members of the 
executive committee of the Canadian 
Club and the council of the Board of 
Trade on Monday regerding the plan 
for the settlement of soldiers on the 
land, there was considerable discus- 
sion by several of those present. 

F. T. Fisher, secretary of the Board 
of Trade, started the discussion by 
asking what provision had been made 
regarding reserving lands for the use 
of ex-soldiers within a reasonable dis- 
tance of railway transportation, and 
also what consideration was being 
given by the act to the suggestions 
offered by the Board of Trade a couple 
of years ago relative to the reserving 
of lands at remote distances from rail- 
way transportation for the use of 
; 3oldiers who may apply for a home- 
*le.: and pre-emption several years 
nence. 

The commissioner explained that all 
lands -vithin fifteen miles from a line 
of railway were withdrawn from the 
market, Beyond that limit lands were 
subject to homesteading upon applica- 
by the general public. The commis- 
sioner exhibited a map of the province 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan showing 
lands which had passed into the hands 
of peivate owners and which were 
not being cultivated. The areas thus 
shown covered a vastly greater por- 
tion of the province than that which 
{s at present under cultévation or in 
course of development. 

H. H. Cooper inquired as to the 
rights of a soldier who wished to en- 
gage in farming but who was without 
experience, and he asked whether or 
not he could file on a piece of land 
and hold it pending the time he was 
taking instruction, either at an agri- 
cultural schoo] or in the employ of 
some farmer. The commissioner ex- 
plained that the act provided that 
such an applicant would be permitted 
to hold his land for one year, pending 
his acquiring the experience necessary 
to catty, on farming operations him- 
self. 

Mr. Stevens, provincial live stock 
commissioner, stated that it was his 
conviction—and it was the opinion of 
the agricultural committee of the 
Board of Trade which drafted the 
recommendations that were submitted 
some two years ago—that in order to 
insure success on the part of the re- 
turned men who went on the land it 
would be advisable to have them in- 
| terspersed as much as possible among 
| civilian settlers who were ready 
| more or less established,

| Fares as Council May 
Decide 


The Municipal Law committee of 
the legislature Tuesday morning con- 
sidering the bill to amend the Edmon- 
ton city charter refused to assent to 
proposalg to issue ‘City of Edmonton 
Consolidated Stock,” these comprising 
clauses 39 to 58. 

Neither would the committee con- 
sent to a straight zone system on the 
street railway, but gave the appended 
substitution: ‘Notwithstanding any- 
thing to the contrary whatsoever the 
city is hereby declared to nave and 
it shall have the power and authority 
to charge such tolls and fares on its 
tramway lines as shall from time to 
tlme be fixed by its council, provided 
that such fares are uniform through- 
out the city.” 

May Invest Money. 

Sanction was given the amendment 
which authorizes the school board to 
invest its capital money in deben‘ures 
of the city of Edmonton. 

Ratification was asked of a number 
of bylaws of the city mainly conne ‘ted 
with the raising of money for Iecal 
improvements in past years and t':cir 
assesement. One, a bylaw to __re- 
adjust the @aving assesement of Fiftn 
street east (99th street, south side) 
was passed, but with regard to the 
others the city solicitor was. asked to 
fo through them with the mayor and 
select those which were inost essentia: 
to be ratified and bring them before 
the committee again. 

The committee will sit to consider 
the amendments again at 10 a.m. 
Wednesday. 

Stock Selling. 

The stock-eelling privileges asked 
fov included the right to issue stock 
instead of debentures, which should 
bear interest at such rate as the voun- 
cil deemed expediet, also that several 
loans niight be lumped together and 
consolidated and stock issued on the 
whole. The amendment also asked 
for authority to appoint fiscal agents 
in England and elsewhere for the sale 
of the stock. 

Mon. J. R. Boyle expressed dis- 
approval of the proposals, saying that 
the city charter should not be amend- 
ed unless absolutely necessary, and as 
the amendment was not essential he 
moved that it be struck out. 

Zone System. 

There was quite a long discussion 
on the amendment that asked for tne 
power to introduce a zone system on 
the street rallway. 

Mayor Evans said that previously 
|} he had not been in favor of the zone 
system, but it was decided upon at a 
| citizens’ meeting. 

Hon. J. R. Boyle contended that the 
system would penalize the dweller on 
some of the outer districts who had 
built his house on the presumption 
; that the fare on the street railway 
would remain at the five cents, 

Ald. Kinney, who was present, read 
figures to show that the railway re- 
turned a surplus apart from the sink- 
ing fund. 

Mr. MacKay said that he would 
agree to the zone system if a plebis- 
cite was taken on the matter, but the 
mayor was not fn favor of thie 

Mention was also made of 
agreement between Edmonton 
Strathcona that the fare’ on the rall- 
way at Strathcona should not be

| WITNESSES GIVE

What was described by Mr. Justice 
Walsh as “one of the most unusual 
cases in the history of Canadian jus- 
tice’ was heard in the criminal court 
here on Tuesday afternoon. The par- 
tiés concerned are al] Austrians from 
the Lamont district, and the accused 
was Andrew Zaruski, a man of about 
forty-five years, charged with incest. 
At the preliminary trial held at La- 
mont a short time ago two children 
of the eccused and their mother sup- 
plied strong evidence against Zaruski, 
sufficient, in the opinion of Justice 
Walsh, to convict him and make him 
liable to fourteen years’ imprison- 
meri and lashes. Wihen the witnesses 
were called Tuesday afternoon, how- 
ever, they all contradicted their for- 
mer evidence and swore to directly 
opposite stories. The bench expressed 
the opinion that the accused had used 
threats to accomplish his ends and 
that the witnesses were lying in fear 
of him. He regretted that he had no 
option but to acquit the accused, and 
the jury was instructed that they 
could not return a verdict of guilty 
no matter whether they were con- 
vinced of the accused's guilt or not.

Budget Debate 

Mr. Hoadley, in resuming the de~- 
bate on the budget, said he was sure 
the coal operators appreciated the 
provincial treasurer's admiration and 
by way of contrast he referred to the 
proposed tax of 10 cents a ton on 
shipments out of the province, which 
was estimated to produce 6§250,000. 
The leader of the oppositon observed 
that on the tonnage of last year the 
tax would yield over $200,000. 

Hon, C. BR. Mitchell replied that it 
would only be for six months in the 
year. Criticising the financing of the 
governme.t, he contended that the 
provincial treasurer should furnish 
the house with fuller itemized esti- 
mates. He said that the financial con- 
dition of the rural parts of the pro- 
vince was not 80 rosy as the provin- 
cial treasurer would suggest. Many 
in the rural districts could not pay ex- 
penses. Proceeding, the leader of the 
opposition referred to the suggestion 
by Miss MacAdame that teachers dur- 
ing training should be associated with 
universtiy life. He said it was a gre- 
vious mistake they had made when 
they established the Normal school at 
Camrose. Its proper location was at 
at the universtiy and if the building 
was now used for an institution for 
feeble-minded children, the part of 
the universtiy occupied now by a la 
dies’ school was at hand for the pur- 
poses of a normal school. Remarking 
that he had restricted his criticisms 
to a few points, he sald that he re- 
alized just as much as any member of 
the house the tremendous problems 
the government and the people would 
have to face and that it will take the 
greatest business thought to bear on 
the problems, fortified with courage 
and foresight.

The 
net result of the German movement to 
date is to make three bulges in the 
British lfm, namely. south of Arras, 
at Bapaume and toward Nesle, but he 
failed north where the steadiness of 
the British line checked the enemy 
double thrust. 

That the enemy's offensive has been 
a political object has been corrobor- 
ated in an article written by a prom- 
inent Londoner, Ernest Pyke, who was 
released from Ruhlben after three 
and a half years.
